A political tug of war la being 
waged In the Knesset over the hear- 
ing of the Democratic Movement’s 
appeal against the cabinet's 
Hebron settlement decision. 

The hearing will probably be 
postponed until Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin returns from his 
Washington' meetings next month, 
but the Alignment, Shai, and a 
minority of the Likud tried their 
hardest yesterday to bold the hear- 
ing before Begln'a departure, 
reportedly set for April 13. 

Deputy Prime Minister Ylgael 
Yodiit. and his DM colleagues on 
the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee, which Is due to 
hear the DM appeal, wrote to com- 
mittee chairman Moshe Arens ask- 
ing for the appeal to be heard 
“soon.” 

Meanwhile, Cabinet Secretary 
Aryeh Naor has officially notified 
Arens that the appeal has been 
lodged and that Implementation of 
the Hebron settlement decision will 
therefore be held up until the 
appeal has been heard. 

The Alignment and Shai, 
however, made use of their right 
under the House Rules to put 
Hebron on the committee's agenda i 
for this Thursday. Arena told The \ 
Jerusalem Post, “We shall be dls- 
cussing Hebron at their request, but 
we shall not be hearing the DM 
appeal and we shall not be taking 
any decisions. The Alignment la not 
a party to the appeal. The DM has 
asked me to put Us appeal on the 
agenda, but Z have not yet decided 
when that will be. I shall probably 
wait until the government decision 
can swing a majority before I 
schedule the DM appeal aB&lnst it.”

‘Heightened’ U.S. concern

CAIRO. — The ailing former

"Yes, he is permanent," 
Sadat told reporters who asked 
whether the shah will stay in 
Egypt. 

Sadat and Mohammed Reza 
Pahlavt, close friends of long- 
standing, embraced and kissed 
each other on both cheeks at 
Cairo Airport in what officials 
described as a “highly 
emotional" private ceremony 
which was almost a family af- 
fair. 

A government statement Issued a 
few hours after the shah's arrival 
said “Zt was only natural” Egypt 
should give him refuge "as a sign of 
gratitude toward a man who stood 
behind our noble people In their 
legitimate struggle to liberate their 
land” from Israeli occupation. 

The shah diverted to Egypt a con- 
signment of 650,000 tons of oil 
destined elsewhere during the Tom 
Kippur War upon receiving an 
urgent request from Sadat. He also 
gave Egypt nearly fib. In post-war 
loans to help rebuild the country. 

The ex-monarch, who lost bis 
throne 15 months ago and had been 
to five countries before coming 
here, arrived with his wife, Far ah, 
and six aides abroad a chartered 
DC-8 airliner from Panama.

U.S. wanted shah to stay in Panama 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — The U.S. 
tried to persuade the deposed shah 
of -Iran to remain in Panama, fear- 
ing that his departure might further 
exacerbate the Iranian hostage 
crisis, it was. learned yesterday. 

“Obviously; our desire was that 
the surgery be performed In 
Panama,” said a White. House of- 
ficial. "Whether that (Che shah's 
trip to Egypt) has any impact on 
the hostage situation is debatable. 
We obviously would have preferred 
ndt to take a chance/' 

But the official also Indicated all 
has not been well between the 
Panamanian government and the 
shah despite earlier assurances 
from Panama that he was welcome 
in the country. 

White House national security ad- 
viser Zbigniew Brzezlnskf said on 
Sunday that the administration was 


committed to allow the shah to 
return to the U.S. for surgery, but - 
the shah decided he would be better ’ 
off in Egypt. 

White House chief of staff' 
Hamilton Jordan flew to PanamA'- 
last Thursday, with Presidents 
Carter’s chief counsel, Lloyd': 
Cutler, to try to end a rift between 
the Pananamian government and 
the shah over his medical treat- 
ment. Jordan got the problem of the 
shah's surgery .resolved, between . 
Panamanian and U.S. doctors, "but 
by that time, the shah had made up 
his mind to leave.” 

The official also denied — despite 
claims by Iran — that former 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
and Chase Manhattan Bank chair- 
man David Rockefeller were in- 
volved In the latest developments 
Involving the shah.

Labour leaders spar over Knesset 
nnio that sneered Reform Jewry

Reform Jewry's complaints that 
the Labour Party had welshed on 
promises to improve fts status In 
Israel when it pushed the Chief 
Rabbinate Law through the 
Knesset last week, sparked a row In 
the party’s Knesset faction yester- 
day- _ . . 

Despite party leaders 
protestations that the status of the 
Reform movement had not been 
worsened In any way by the law. the 
faction decided to give the entire 
issue a thorough airing in the par- 
ty's Leadership Bureau. 

Reform leaders had complained 
that the law empowered only the 
chief rabbinate to appoint marriage 
registrars. Instead of the Religious 
Affairs Ministry, as before. They 
said that the Orthodox monopoly 
over the rabbinate would prevent 
any Reform rabbis from ever get- 
ting appointments, whereas the 
ministry, a civil entity, would not 
be influenced by the same 
calculations. 

Uzi Bar am brought the matter up 
saying that Labour had led the 
Reform movement to believe it 
would enjoy greater understanding 
than was Indicated by Labour's 
vote on the law. “The time has 
come for the Labour Party to 
clarify Its attitude to Orthodox, 
Conservative and Reform 
Jewries,” Baram declared. 


Yosef Sarid said. "Our credibility 
has been, tarnished- We promised 
one way,' but voted another. We 
always led people to believe that we 
advocated equality among the 
three streams." 

Counter-attacking, party 
secretary Haim Bar- Lev argued 
that the Chief Rabblnatt bill would 
have been more repressive had 
Labour not agreed to cooperate 
with the National Religious Party. 
"Our representatives on the 
various religious councils would 
have been put in an intolerable 
position." he. claimed. 

Faction chairman Moshe Shahal 
said. "Contrary to impressions, the 
Orthodox gained nothing and the 
Reform lost nothing. The law 
perpetuates the status quo. I see no 
reason why the Reform movement 
should not appeal to the High Court 
of Justice if it wishes to get 
registrar status for one of its rab- 
bis. Why has it never done so?" 

When Shahal added that "no 

Reform marriage registrar has yet 
been proposed or appointed in 
Israel." Danny Rosolio interrupted 
him to ask angrily. “Do you think 
Labour deserves a medal for that?” 

Shahal: "But the Reform leaders 
never bothered to visit the Knesset 
until the day the bill became law. 
The legal adviser of the Reform 
movement is a Shai party man who 
wants to needle Labour." 

Rosolio: "Do you recall (Labour 


leader) Shimon Peres' statements 
at the Reform convention In Toron- 
to about the need for closer ties 
between the Israel Labour Party 
and Reform Jewry?” 

Ycheskd Zafckai: “There is a 
danger of Labour becoming an. anti- 
religious party. Moat Israelis eat 
Kosher meat voluntarily. ahd,their 
sons are given bar mitzv&hs volun- 
tarily. Our compromise with the 
NRP was essential — let’s not 
forget." 

Shahal: "Because others taunt 
us. we have no need to Join the 
chorus.” 

Rosolio; "Stop handing out good 
marks and bad marks'." ■ 

Shahal: "I'm just explaining the 
legal Implications of the law. But 
we should stress that Labour ad- 
vocates equality among all three 
streams, and hopes to achieve It 
when it wins a parliamentary ma- 
jority."

Soldiers evict would-be settlers in Sinai

Soldiers yesterday dragged some 
thirty squatters off a hill among the 
sand dunes of North Sinai, where 
they had tried to establish a settle- 
ment. 

It was the second time in a week 
that the IDF foiled a settlement 
attempt by Gush Emunim, in Etzei 
and Maoz in the same area. (Etzei 
and Maoz are organizations of 
North Sinai residents fighting the 
government’s plan to dismantle the 
settlements and return the area to 
Egypt.) 

Yesterday's settlement try was 
at a point several hundred metres 
north of Azmona. which Gush 
Emunim established Illegally in 
March 1979. some 30 km. east of El- 
Arish. 

Haim Nahshoni, a spokesman for 
Maoz and Etzei. told The 
Jerusalem Post the settlers held on 
to their pre-fabrlcated structures 
and laid down in front of the wheels 


of command cars when the army 
came to evict them. Soldiers 
carried the squirming squatters 
over barbed wire fences, injuring 
some. Male soldiers also evicted 
women — holding them so tight that 
some were left with black and blue 
marks, he alleged. 

But an IDF officer who was at the 
scene denied the charges. He said 
the settlers had bitten soldiers and 
he insisted that women soldiers bad 
evicted the women. Thirty-three, 
squatters were taken to the Neot 
Sinai police station and were 
released without bail, he added. 


There were conflicting reports 
also on what the squatters had ac- 
complished before the army arriv- 
ed at 7.30 a.m. yesterday. 
Nahshoni, speaking for the would- 
be settlers, said they had brought 
the construction material in trac- 
tors and pick-up vans during the 
night. By the time he left the site at 
3 a.m. yesterday, two shacks were 


already standing. A third shack and 
a storage shed had been put up by 6 
p_m.. he said. ‘ 

The group also put a roof on an 
old Egyptian mud but, raised a flag 
and surrounded the compound with 
a barbed wire fence. Soldiers tore 
the flag when they lowered it, he 
alleged. 

But the IDF officer reported that 
there had been only "a few pieces of 
junk” at the site. He said he did not 
know whether the flag had been 
torn. 

The settlers vowed to return. 
"This Is not the last settlement to 
rise.” Nahshoni said. Moshe 
Merhavia, a member of Gush 
Emunim *s secretariat, said the 
Gush was preparing cadres .to es- 
tablish several settlements in the 
area. 

But the IDF officer said It was 
impossible to live there. “They’re 
just interested in publicity. These 
are God-forsaken dunes Just like 
the Sahara," he said.

Rabbi Kalman Kahana (Poalei 
Agudal and Moshe Shamir and 
Geula Cohen (Tehlya). Samuel 
Flatto Sharon voted with the coali- 
tion. All other opposition factions 
supported the motion. 

David Golomb (Shai) , who 
presented the motion, said that the 
cabinet's decision on Sunday to es- 
tablish two Jewish Institutions in 
Hebron was one more link in a 
chain of actions and decisions, any 
one of which would he sufficient 
grounds for the Knesset to express 
Its non-confidence in the govern- 
ment. 

Minister-without-Fortfolio Moshe

tion. said that if there-had been no 
settlement of Judea and Samaria 
Jhe_ policjLpf the_UJ3. would _ not. 
have changed “by a single 
millimetre." 

Nissim said that the opposition of 
the so-called international com- 
munity to settlement of Judea and 
Samaria stemmed from its basic 
position that there should be a 
return to the 1967 borders. But the 
government, in determining its 
policy, must be guided by the needs 
of Israel, he said. 

Uzi Baram (Alignment) said 
that, by rights, the prime minister 
should have replied. He asked what 
moral credit Sunday's cabinet deci- 
sion could have, either at home or 
abroad, when it had been opposed 
by the two deputy premiers and 
four other ministers, including the 
defence minister.

Sadat -renewed 
the invitation twice last year and 
got his parliament to put Us seal of 
approval on 'it. 

Between the 1979 visit and his 
return yesterday, the shah spent 
time in Morocco, the Bahamas, 
Mexico, the U.S. and Panama. 

Sadat. looking sombre but dis- 
playing sympathy for his guest, ac- 


companied the shah on the 
helicopter trip to a landingpad near 
the hospital and then on the drive to 
the medical facility, in a black 
Mercedes limousine flying the 
Egyptian flag. 

Sadat held the shah's left hand as 
they walked up a tew steps and 
across the entrance lobby to the 
elevator. 

Reporters huddled behind a 
barrier on one side ot the lounge 
began shouting questions, and 
Sadat sternly admonished: "No 
questions." 

But the shah, in a dark-blue 
pinstriped suit, paused, turned to 
them and said in a feeble voice: 
"We will have ample time to talk to 
you after the operation." 

A reporter asked loudly: "Will 
you live here permanently after the 
operation?" 

“Yes. yes," Sadat Intervened 
emphatically. The ahah nodded in 
assent. 

The Sadats spent five minutes 
with the shah and his wife in their 
suite. Jehan Sadat and Far&h were 
seen embracing and kissing as the 
Egyptian first family left.

Sadat has said his asylum offer to 
the shah was prompted by 
humanitarian considerations in 
keeping with Islam’s teachings of 
compassion and mercy to the sick, 
as well as a sense of gratitude for 
the economic aid and political sup- 
port extended to Egypt by 
Mohammed Reza when be was In 
power. 

Egypt also wanted to help the 
U.S. out of its diplomatic hostage 
dilemma in Teheran. Sadat said In 
renewing his offer last November. 

Sadat ordered his elite presiden- 
tial guard to take direct charge of 
security at the shah’s suite in the 
hospital which is normally guarded 
by military police. 

In Teheran, Iran's prosecutor- 
general said yesterday that the 
shah's move to Egypt will cause 
"great difficulties” in resolving the 
4’£-month-old U.S. Embassy 
hostage crisis. 

Teheran radio declared that the 
deposed monarch Is a "germ of cor- 
ruption" that Islamic Egypt cannot 
stand for long, and warned that Ms 
presence In Cairo "may speed up 
the explosion that will send Sadat 
and the shah to the dustbin of 
history." 

Prosccutor-Gcncral Siyed Karim 
Moussavl ArdabJH told a western 
reporter in Teheran that the shah’s 
move was “a violation of inter- 
national laws.”

Bitter shoppers choose 
chicken for Pessah

TEL AVIV. — Shoppers who last 
Pessah bought steaks, lamb chops 
and duck have switched to chicken, 
says a butcher at the Carmel 
Market here. And butcher shops 
selling wings and other cheap parts 
of chieken are attracting many 
more buyers than in previous 
years. 

*’Jf the price of bitter herbs 
weren’t so expensive. I would send 
some to the prime minister and his 
ministers as a reminder of how they 
have made this Pessah so bitter for 
us all in Israel.’* said one disgruntl- 
ed shopper. 

Veteran stall keepers at the 
market do not remember such a 
bad year. 

The sole client in one butcher 
shop that used to do a booming 
business in steaks said she was buy- 
ing less this year. She explained 
that her family would probably be 
eating about the same as Last year, 
except for some luxury items, but 
that she was spending less than last 
year. She said she managed this by 
not Inviting anyone to the seder — 
last year she had six guests. 

The butcher added that In 
previous years every other 
customer told him that they were 
having guests for the seder. This 
year he had yet to hear a single 
client mention guests. 

Shoppers in various markets 
around Tel Aviv were all quite 
grim, claiming that they were buy- 
ing only necessary food a tor the 
holidays. “This is a week-long holi- 
day and you need some sweets for 
the children and for guests, and I'm 
thinking really carefully If X should 
invest money in pots and pons so 
that X can do my own baking this 
year instead of buying cookies,” 
another housewife said. 


An employee at Tnuva's 
Hyperehuk In Rlshon Lezlon said 
that since the government decided 
to lower the prices on certain com- 1 
rnoditics there has been a small rise < 
in sales, but that business was not 
at the same level as last year. 

The store at the Hod Hefer plant 
for poultry and turkey products In 
Emek Hefer seemed to be the only 
place where people were buying, 
and in great quantities. 

Many shoe stores In Tel Aviv 
were half empty. A store owner 
said that people were coming In 
mainly to compare prices but very 
few were buying. A mother of four 
children said that she was only buy- 
ing for her oldest child, who had 
outgrown his shoes. “The rest will 
get their brother's hand-me-downs, 
after they have been repaired. In 
my family we have a tradition that 
we buy ourselves and our children 
new clothing and shoes for the 
holidays; this year we are breaking 
from tradition because we simply 
do not have the money.**

No free MKs’ medical care, 
warns angry health head

Angered by the new government- 
ordered cutback In the Health 
Ministry budget, director-general 
Barukh Modon has warned that a 
special XS2m. fund that pays for 
special health services to Knesset 
members will he withdrawn. 

MKs and ministers will have to 
use their local Kupat Hollm clinics, 
Modon said, In a letter to Finance 
Minister Ylgael Hurvitz and in a 
speech to the Health Ministry's top 
staff. 

Modon said that the fund would 
be restored if the estimated IS20m. 
ordered cut from the Health 
Ministry budget during Sunday's 
cabinet meeting Is restored. 

He charged that the S per cent 
across-the-board cut ordered by the 
Treasury for all ministries has not 
been evenly distributed. 

^ "I was surprised to learn that the- 
Education and Interior Ministries' 


budgets were barely touched, while 
the Absorption. Agriculture, and In- 
dustry. Trade and Tourism 
Ministries are all enjoying bigger 
real budgets.” 

Modon said it would 'be "an In- 
justice” to burden his ministry with 
yet another budget cut of 1.5 per 
cent, as decided by the economic 
cabinet last week. He warned it 
could lead to. a dangerous ‘‘chain 
reaction” of labour demands in the 
ministry, since remaining 
employees would have to work 
harder in place of those dismissed. 

Modan argued that the ministry 
could not bear another budget cut, 
and any further cuts In its hospital 
budget would cause "irreparable 
damage" to their functioning. 

In addition to the politicians' 
special- fund, Modan said the 
ministry would close down a 
ISS.lm. guard service for facilities 
it owns.- handing the: responsibility 
to the police. 


Burg, Shostak, 
Katz lose fight 
over budget cuts

The cabinet on Sunday turned 
down appeals by three ministers 
against the 1.5 per cent cuts in their 
budgets which were made to pay 
the teachers their salary increases. 

Interior Minister Yoset Burg, 
Health Minister Eliezer Shostak . 
and Labour Minister Israel Katz 
argued in vain that their 
departments could not cope with, 
the cuts. But the cabinet decided by 
14 to 4 that all ministries save 
Defence would have to accept the ' 
1.5 per cent reduction, while the 
Defence Ministry would accept a 
cut of 1.25 per cent. 

The smaller cut for the Defence 
Ministry was the outcome of a prior 
arrangement between Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizraan and 
Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz. 

Katz said later he would air the 
problem in the Democratic Move- 
ment party forums.

The Jewish National Fund on Sun- ■ 
day dedicated a 19,000-tree forest at 
Cana near Nazareth in memory of 
the late John Cardinal Heenan, 
Archbishop of Westminster and 
ranking prelate In the English , 
Roman Catholic hierarchy. 

Among the guests at the 
ceremony was Sir Charles Forte, a 
leading English Roman Catholic 
layman and a top figure In the 
British restaurant and hotel in- 
dustry. The British government 
was represented by Consul-General 
Michael Pike.

Botha said his policy was to keep 
the South African Defence Force, 
the umbrella grouping of South 
Africa's three military wings, out of 
the political arena while positively 
involving the opposition In military 
policy through briefings and visits.

consulate 


LONDON (Reuter). — An explosion 
wrecked the Italian consulate in 
London yesterday and police, rul- 
ing out an act of terrorism, said it 
could have been caused by someone 
with a grudge. _ 

Police said they were questioning 
an Italian detained at his London 
home soon after the explosion, 
which gutted the five-storey 
building and destroyed -records of 
the 140.000 Italians living to the 
British capital. ^ 

The consulate, to a row of terrac- 
ed houses in Belgravia, was empty 
and no one was Injured in the pre- 
dawn blast, so powerful that police 
at first suspected it had been caus- 
ed by a 40 kilo bomb. 

But there were no claims of 
responsibility from terrorist groups 
and Commander Peter Duffy, head 
of Scotland Yard’s anti-terrorist 
squad, later said high explosives 
were not involved and he did not 
consider it an act of terrorism. 


Foreigners in Chad 
flee to airbase 

PARIS (Reuter). — Hundreds of 
foreigners have taken refuge In the 
French military airbase on the out- 
skirts of N'djamena as sporadic 
fighting continued among rival fac- 
tions In Chad, the French foreign 
ministry said yesterday. The base 
is guarded by 1,100 French soldiers. 

A spokesman said 500 Europeans, 
Americans and Australians bad 
arrived at the base and those who 
wished to leave the country were 
being flown to neighbouring 
Cameroun. 

The spokesman said there had 
been sporadic fighting between the 
forces loyal to President Goukounl 
Oueddel and those of Defence 
Minister Hlssene Habre since they 
signed a cease-fire in the presence 
of the French ambassador to Chad, 
Marcel Beaux.

Night-driving presents another 
problem. Some cars evidently do 
not have bright lights or even town 
rights. They drive without right*. at 
all. But others do have rights — but 


only one of them works. Sometimes 
one of the bright lights, sometimes 
one of the town lights, sometimes 
one of the parking rights. There 
don't seem to be any rules. 

To make the problem of staying 
alive more interesting,' a man on a 
camel or a donkey would suddenly 
appear out of nowhere, and cross 
the road. 

-Perhaps one of the moat 
remarkable things within Cairo 
proper, despite the ohaotic driving 
conditions and wretched driving, 
was the dearth of bent and smashed 
fenders.

There are buses in Calrovbut

The electric trams were also pack- 
ed to overflowing. With passengers 
not only hangtngpn to the end of the 
trolley, but also ricring on the roof, 
or clinging to the aide. (Perhaps, 
they paid only half-price?) 

But taxis are plentiful, with the 
drivers actually stopping to offer 
their services If they see anyone 
who looks like he has the money to 
pay the fare. The initial asking, 
price was one Egyptian pound, or 
the equivalent of IU».

Traffic accidents, injuries and 
deaths were down for the first two 
months of 1080 compared to last 
year, the Central Statistics Bureau 
reports. 

Since January 1, there have been 
2,243 accidents with 3.081 injuries 
and 58 deaths, compared to 2,751, 3.- 
924 and 103 a year ago. 

The figures for February, 
however, were almost identical to 
January's.

Delays in insurance payouts are aggravating and costly 

The agony and the waiting

If you think government 
departments are bureaucratic, try 
the insurance business. 

A youthful hit-and-run driver 
(who had received his driving 
licence only a few days before) 
bumped into the car of my next- 
door neighbour Hanna. The date 
was December l* 1978. The valuer’s 
damage report was sent in on 
December 18. 

Four long months elapsed. "I was 
going out of my mind,” Hanna 
recalls. "We phoned them (the 
Haasneh Masha vim Insurance com- 
pany) at least twice a week." Her 
son Amnon takes up the story. 
"They said their client maintained 
our car had been hit on the right 
side, whereas I had said it was on 
the left. 

“The valuer's report and photos 
Indicated clearly enough where the 
damage was." But no. Amnon had 
to contact the police and try to get a 
photostat of whatever was in their 
files. "That took three weeks,” be 
says. 

At the end of April, a letter 
arrives asking for proof that Hanna 
is the car's owner. (Amnon was at 
the wheel when the accident oc- 
curred./ She sends It by registered 
mail. 

Three weeks later another letter 
arrives, asking for a declaration 
that Hanna’s insurance company 
will not put in a claim. She com- 
plies, sending the declaration by or- 
dinary mail. 

On May 9, 1979, the waiver form 
arrives. She posts it back. 

On June 17, Haasneh asks for a se- 
cond copy of the declaration that 
her own company will not claim. 
I They say they did not receive the 
first one.) 

In July, the cheque Is delivered. 

Between December and June (I 
say June, because payment was 
received at the beginning of July) , 
the index rose by 34 per cent. The 
compensation had lost one quarter 
of Its value, owing to these delays. 

My wife had a road accident on 
August 8 of last year. She was 
halted at a traffic-light behind a 
lorry which, while waiting, decided 
to change lanes and backed into her 
car. 

The truck driver's insurance 
company is Sela. The valuer, 
engaged at 8ela’s request to assess 
the damage, reported on August 28 
that the outlay on repairs which the 
company had to make good was 
IH0.487, to which should be added 
bis fee of IL981. making IIdl.418 
altogether. 

We heard nothing from Sela In- 
surance, despite telephoned en- 
quiries. In September we had to 


leave for a Journey abroad, and 
returned on October 2. Still no com- 
munication from the company. I 
resumed phoning. 

Towards tile end of October I 
receive the waiver form. We are to 
get IL8.728. Np explanation of why 
more than 20 per cent of the outlay 
made, as assessed by the valuer, 
has been slashed. 

We sign, because we dare not 
cause further delays, at a time 
when money Is losing its value at 
the rate of 10 per cent a month. We 
post the signed waiver form on 
November 1. 

On November 21 I call to ask 
where Is the money. Am told to 
wait. Payment was promised 
within a month of their receiving 
the waiver. They received It on 
November 8, so I must wait until 
December 8. 

On December 12, two months 
after our return from Europe, four 
months after the accident, I begin 
to keep & record of my exchanges 
with Sela Insurance. Here Is what 
the log says: 

December 12, six days after the 
expiry of the one month's delay 
which the insurance companies 
arrogate to themselves, I phone 
Sela. They tell me to call the ac- 
countant's department and ask for 
Zahava: which I do. Zahava says 
she has not received any payment 
order. Back to headquarters, who 
apologize for a mistake in the files 
and promise I shall get the cheque 
the following week. 

It does not arrive. 

December 21. Call Sela: where is 
the cheque? A woman clerk called 
Ticky calls me back to say that the 
cheque was sent on December 18. If 
It does not arrive by Monday, I 
should phone 658182, the Prudential 
(she says), and ask for Mr. Ehr- 
man.

Getting into a pickle 

Ail it takes is a little time and a lot of love to make your own pickles and 
^preserves. Issac Jacobson gives you instructions on how to go about it 


'NOW is THE time, the poets tell us, 
“when young men's fancies turn to 
•(thoughts of love. However, to the 
'dedicated gastronome, it is also the 
^season when that part of his brain 
irohich controls salivation turns to 
[[thoughts of pickles and preserves. 
^Winter vegetables like cabbage and 
'cauliflour are now at their peak of 
^freshness, firmness and flavour; 
'and the first fruits of summer, like 
^peaches and apricots, are begin- 
filing to ripen on the treea. 

"I What better way la there to show 
one's love than to produce great 
^riles of home-made food at a quiet 
candle-lit dinner or at a spring pic- 
4nic deep in the woods? 

•: Years ago, almost every 
.’household had a pickle barrel or a 
■crock (stoneware Jar) brimming 
■over with meat, vegetables or fruit 
i"put down" to provide a source of 
"food for the family when fresh 
•produce was unavailable;' and to 
-’preserve surpluses that came from 
rthe garden or the slaughter of an 
••animal. 

f. Later, as Jews emigrated or mov- 
a ^ed Into big cities, enterprising men 
'■took their mother’s old recipes and 
^turned pickle-making Into a trade. 
•:ln virtually every city In the world 
'•with a large Jewish population, 
^there was a “Jewish Market" 
•;whose most prominent and inviting 
jstalls were those of the pickle- 
> makers. They had pickles of every 
■^colour and shape — great tubs and 






barrels of vegetables fermenting in 
brine. The smells were In- 
toxicating. One felt driven to buy 
everything on the stand. 

Competition between the dealers • 
was fierce. Most would be willing to 
give you A free- sample In tbe ab- 
solute assurance that you would 
buy his product. As a child, I can 
remember vividly paying a nickel 
for the privilege of picking my own 
pickle out of the barrel and eating It 
on the spot. 

Alas, pickle dealers who make 
their own products are quickly dis- 
appearing from the scene. The 
pickle stands in Israel's open air 
markets today are travesties of 
what was once one of the noblest of 
gastronomic professions. 

Their proprietors are often 
quacks who do little more than open 
canned, preserved pickles that ore 
mass-produced In factories far 
away. There la no aroma wafting 
about the stands that would drive 
one to buy and eat a pickle on the 
spot. The products, once bought, 
are found to contain but a small 
amldgen of the taste of real, home- 
made. slow-fermented vegetables 
and fruit In brine, vinegar nr 
alcohol. 

Fortunately, all is not lest. 
Pickles and preserves are easy to 
make. With only a little effort, you 
can recapture the flavours that dis- 
appear down the drains of the can- 
ning factories. Virtually any kind of 


PESSAH is a happy holiday, but for 
those with digestion problems It can 
be less than pleasant. 

Many find It difficult to go for an 
entire week eating only mats a and 
forsaking all other wheat products. 
But they might try toasting the 
matsa before eating it. 

To avoid constipation, especially 
If you take bran, which Is one of the 
products forbidden during Pen sab, 
it la very Important to eat plenty of 
raw and cooked vegetables, 
potatoes and fruit. Green and 
yellow vegetables and fresh salads 
not only provide Vitamin C and 
iron, but also the cellulose lacking 
In matza. 


vegetable or fruit or meat can be 
pickled. All it takes is a little time 
and a lot of love. 

In this article, I won't bother you 
with recipes that require sealing 
and sterilizing. These are relatively 
quick to make "eat and enjoy" 
pickles. But. before you get started, 
here are a few tips: 

Never use metallic pots for pickl- 
ing — only ceramic or glass jars. 

Always use only the freshest- 
produce If you want to avoid soft, 
saggy pickles. 

Always keep the fruits, 
vegetables or meat completely im- 
mersed in the pickling liquid by us- 
ing a heavy weight or atone to keep 
them from floating. 

When pickling by natural fermen- 
tation. always dip a long-handled 
spoon into the jar or crock twice a 
day ; and press i he spoon to the side 
to release the trapped air and 
fermentation gases. If you don't, 
the pickles will spoil before they are 
ready. 

It Is always best to use boiled 
water In making up brining

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ISRAEL HAS no monks with Jealously 
guarded recipe* for concoction* of herb*, 
nor do we have a romantic king across the 
water, leaving the recipe of hi* favourite 
liqueur with the family of a trusted servant. 

What Israel does have is Jewish Ingenui- 
ty, an ingenuity that, as we all know, icems 
to flourish more fruitfully abroad than it 
does in the Promised Land. In short, It took 
a Canadlan-Jewlsh liquor magnate to 
produce Sabra Liqueur, “the Spirit of 
Israel." ^ 

According to Aharon Lebanat, head of 
Sabra, the orange and chocolate drink was 
created 12 years ago when Charles Bronf- 
man, president of the House of Seagram In 
Montreal and staunch supporter of Israel, 
decided to add an Israeli product to his 
world selection of drinks. The Bro nfm a ns 
had already given Israel the Shrine of the 
Book, now they gave the country its own 
special liqueur. 

The drink was the product of careful 
study. Because Israel Is famed for its 
oranges, it was decided to use an orange 
base, but there were already a number of 
well-known orange liqueurs. Another 
suggestion was orange-coffee, but that ex- 
isted as well. Finally the orange-chocolate 
formula was arrived upon — - but that was 
not the end of the matter. 

The bottle, Lebenat told me, is a oopy of a 
2,600-year-oId glass container in the Israel 
Museum, believed to be the oldest glass 
vessel in existence which was used for 
wine. Even the oap symbolises the "gold of 
the Israel sun," embellished with tiny 
figure* of the shofar blowers at Jerleho. 
Finally, the dark green of the label is that of 
the orange treea. 

On a more mundane level, the liqueur Is 
made by percolating orange alcohol 
through cocoa beans until the desired rich 
mixture is obtained. That is only the begin; 
ing. Then the work of selling Sabra begins. 


, Since the selling of any hwd liquor l» 
largely a matter of public relations, getting 
thebottle off the shelves and Into the home* 
depends on making It known to the public. 
According to Lebanat, a marketing wrvey 
In the U.S. showed that of all the brand 
name liqueurs In the world, Sabra was 
seventh on the Ust of those known to the 

public. . 

Although the drink is kosher tor Pessah, 
the big sell Is not to the Jewish public, 
which Is limited both In numbers and In 
drinking capacity, but to the general non- 
Jewish market. Incidentally, Lebanat said, 
one of the first Egyptian delegation* to; 
Israel was served a "peace cocktail" made 
of equal parts of Sabra and arak. 

1 In general, he says, it Is ideal for m i xin g. 
In long or short drinks. IBs own favourite 
mixture, howeve r , is Sabra in hot milk, a 
variation of the traditional "goggle 
moggie. ” It Is also good with cold milk, be 
adds. 

Because of Its versatility, Sabra Is sold in 
some countries as an aperatif and others as 
a digestive. Restaurants too have gotten 
Into the act with Sabra coffee, & variation of 
Irish coffee. 

All this has brought the drink’s sales to . 
about 91.6m. a year, about a third of that in- 
Israel, which, as Lebanat points out, is hot 
bad tor a one-product firm. Major overseas 
sales are to the U.S., but it Is also dis- 
tributed, through Seagram, in 81 other 
countries. • 

In addition to being a drink, Sabra is also 
an Ingredient to a number of recipes. Per- 
sonally I like it sloshed oyer vanilla toe- . 
cream, but the more ambitious might like 
more complicated combinations. 

One recipe, prepared for the company by 
chef Uri Outtman, Is a Sahra mousse which 
la kosher for Pessah and might well provide 
a nice touch as the dessert for a Seder meal. 
The recipe is for 16 servings, not an ex-

product to use In cooking. When 
used in gcfllte fish, souffles and 
pancakes. It guarantees firmness.

Those concerned about eating too 
much high-choleatcrol fat should 
remember that chicken fat Is far 
leaa naturated than beef fat.

Sauces are traditionally cooked 
tor several hours. Indeed, a good 
Italian restaurant will have a 
tomato sauce cooking all day. But 
. soups are more delicate and since 
they are soup, they should be 
watery. This soup Is a meal in itself, 
but that's yet to come. 

Depending on the book I'm 
reading, the time gaps between ad- 
ding water are shortened or 
lengthened according to chapters. 
The best thing to do Is to get the 
soup boiling and then figure to keep 
the level at a fixed height, adding 
water whenever necessary. Thus, 
two chapters of Dickens, versus one 
of Mailer, to time the water ad- 
ditions.

1 like a thick soup, so I cook a long 
time. If Z started to cook It around 
dusk, it's ready to eat during the 
Mabat news. 

But to make the soup really 
ready, there are a few more things 
to do. 

First of all. add the leftover red 
and white wine in the house. Aoout 
three to five glugs of each bottle of 
the cheapest wine will do. If the 
urines have turned vinegary there's 
no problem, because after the 
wines are poured in, squeeze a 
lemon into the soup. And after 
you've added the wines and lemon, 
take out your sugar and start ad- 
ding it until your taste buds are 
duly electrified. 

Then, to finalize the deal, add a 
couple of shots of local brandy, 
known here aa cognac. The alcohol 
will make the steam from the soup 
as enjoyable as the taste. 

Just before serving, 'fish out the 
bones (unless your guests like to 
suck bones), which have by now 
been emptied of marrow in the boll, 
and. turning off the flame, you can 
now stir a cup of sour cream Into 
the broth.

Knaidlach et al 

Dulcy Leibler recommends some known and 
less-well-known Pessah dishes. 


ONCE THE house has been cleaned 
for Feasah, and the dishes, pots and 
pans which are used throughout the 
year replaced with those reserved 
for this special holiday, the annual 
problem presents Itself: preparing 
the Seder meal. 

The Seder plate Itself poses no 
trouble, as the Items it contains are 
traditional, and the symbolism of 
each is explained as the service 
proceeds. 

Getting down to the serious 
business of eating often means 
hours of preparation for the cook. 
Standard menus for Ashkenazim 
usually Include any — or all — of 
the following: gefllte fish with 
horseradish sauce, chicken soup 
with knaidlach (matza balls), roast 
chicken, pot roast, and assorted 
vegetable and salad dishes. 

Some cooks MU their family's 
appetite during the soup course by 
making knaidlach which resemble 
miniature cannonballs. For those 
Afraid to try on their own, commer- 
cial mixes are available here. X use 
a recipe by Jenny Grossinger (of 
Catskills fame) for fluffy 
knaidlach: 

Knaidlach 

a egg yolks 
1 teaspoon salt 
% cup matza meal 
3 egg whites 

Beat the egg yolks and salt 
together. Stir in the matza meal 
and chill one hour. Beat the egg 
whites until stiff but not dry and 
told Into the matza meal mixture. 
Form Into 18 balls. Cook in boiling 
soup or salted water for 20 minutes. 

Many families would be disap- 
pointed if the fare on their Pessah 
table was other than standard, solid 
Eastern European type food. But 
some yearn tor a dinner with a 
difference. One way to add a bit of 
spice Is to try an oriental soup, if 
not for Seder night then for one of 
the intermediate days. The Kurdish 
Jews often make kube soup, which 
has a lemony sour flavour. 

Kube soup 

Kube mixture B 

3 eggs 

tt kilo matza flour 
few drops salad oil 
salt and pepper to taste 
Meat filling 

300 grams chopped meat 
1 chapped onion 
chopped parsley to taste 

Mix matza flour, eggs, oil, salt 
and pepper, in one bowl, and the 
meat, onion and parsley In another. 


Take a small amount of the matza 
mixture, and spread It flat over the 
palm of your hand. Add a teaspoon 
of the meat mixture In the centre, 
fold up and roll Into a small ball. 

When all the ingredients have 
been used, prepare the vegetable 
soup. Basically, the soup should 
consist of three or four squash — or 
alternatively a package of frozen 
chopped spinach will do- — celery 
stalks and leaves, chopped onions, 
two or three cloves of garlic, one 
lemon, one can of tomato pur£e, 
and a few drops of oil, salt and 
pepper to taste. The quantity of In- 
gredients will vary with the amount 
of soup to be made. When the soup 
is done, throw In the kube and con- 
tinue to cook for about a quarter of 
an hour. 

Ingenious ways with matza have 
led to matza meal pancakes, matza 
rolls, egg noodles made from matza 
cake flour, and the like. One of the 
simplest matza dishea — an ex- 
cellent supper or company 
breakfast — Is matza brie (fried 
matzot and eggs). 

Matza brie 

4 eggs 
4 matzot 

1 tap. grated onion 
% tap. salt 

oil or margarine for frying 
V4 tap. pepper 

Beat eggs, mix In grated onion 
and seasoning. Place matzot In 
bowl of cold water, gqueeze and 
drain. Crumble Into egg mixture 
and when oil is hot, turn mixture 
Into frying pan. Brown first on one 
side, then turn on other. Add jam or 
maple syrup. Serves 4. 

Borsht is another Pessah 
favourite. This old-fashioned recipe 
comes from Naomi Blum of 
Sanhedria Murhevet in Jerusalem. 
She has a large family, and all the 
members love borsht, so she 
prepares It In large amounts.

After three days of 
soaking, add two tablespoons of salt 
to mixture every day tor two weeks.

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Gaza workers help load 
citrus in Eilat port

EILAT. — A dozen workers from 
Gazfi arrived here yesterday to 
help complete loading a shipment 
at 200.000 tons of citrus fruit before 

Pessah. 

The ship being loaded, the Union 
Evergreen, is bound for the Far 
East, and it is important that she 
sails before the 'Start of the 
holidays, in order not to lose two 
days, port manager David Segal 
told the press yesterday. 

Segal had asked the Eilat labour 
exchange to supply workers. “But 
only one local unemployed man was 
available, so I applied to the 
nearest source of out-of-town 
labour. Gaza", he said. The guest 
workers will be housed in 
apartments owned by the Ports 
Authority in Eilat. They will return 
home next Sunday. 

The southern port was working at 
full capacity yesterday, with three 
ships berthed along Its single quay. 
To make possible the shipment of 
citrus from Eilat, the port had at its 
own expense transported north 800 
tons of frozen meat which had filled 
up its refrigerated store. The meat 
had earlier been brought south by 
the Industry and Trade Ministry, 
for lack of cold storage space in the 
north of the country. 

Segal said he expected to ship 
l .2m . cases of citrus to the Far East 
this year. 

He' stressed that Eilat had over- 


come the period of the "flight" of 
ships to Ashdod and Haifa, which 
had started when the Suez Canal 
was opened to Israeli cargoes and 
ships. The port In fact Increased its 
cargo volume last year by 23 per 
cent over 1978, to just over a million 
tons. , , 

This was achieved mainly 
through the opening of the Nah&l 
Zfm intermediate terminal, 175km 
north of Eilat, by the Etzlon com- 
pany. a joint venture of the Ports 
Authority and Zim. The venture 
was started a year ago to Improve 
the transport north from Eilat, 
which had been the bottleneck that 
had driven some importers to 
prefer the Sues route. 

For an investment of 13500,000, 
Etzion prepared a 12-dunam site at 
the railhead built for the Negev 
Phosphate Company to ship its ex- 
ports by rail to Ashdod. The im- 
ports through Eilat are carried 
north by rail from the railhead 
which Is halfway between Eilat and 
Ashdod. 

Mayor Gad Katz told the visiting 
newsmen that the only real solution 
to maintaining Eilat as a viable 
harbour was to complete its 
rail way -link with the north. He said 
that Canadian and South African 
firms had made offers to build the 
line. 

He noted that Jordan had already 
stolen a march on Israel and had in- 
augurated its rail line to Akaba, 
built by a German firm, a year ago. 


Slight rise in unemployment

The country’s unemployment 
rate rose to 4.2 per cent in January, 
up from 3 per cent in the last 
quarter of 1979, government 
statistician Moshe Slcron disclosed 
yesterday. He noted that Israel’s 
economy Is subject to wide fluc- 
tuations even from one month to the 
next, and that this also applied to 
the subject of employment. 

Slcron went on to say that the 
Central Bureau of Statistics is sow 
developing a new model for 


calculating real disposable income, 
one that would take into account in- 
come tax and National Insurance 
payment rates. Real gross Income 
rose by 5-8 per cent In 1979, but no 
figures are yet available on the 
change In net pay. 

Incorporating these factors into 
real inoome calculations has 
become highly Important in the last 
few years, with tax brackets not be- 
ing updated as fast as inflation and 
National Insurance rates are ris- 
ing.

State employees 
to get IS500 
Pessah advance

State employees and pensioners 
will receive IS500 advances on their 
March salaries and pensions this 
Wednesday and Thursday, the 
Treasury has announced. 

Totalling lSi50m. t the advances 
will be sent directly to the workers* 
bank accounts to enable them to 
make Pessah purchases. 

Treasury Accountant-General 
Eitan Raf said yesterday that he 
hoped printing and circulation of 
money in March would be small — 
lS200m. or less — mode possible by 
more extensive tax collection on the 
one hand and a halt in government 
expenditures on the other. 

Standing Treasury orders forbid 
all ministries to pay contractors 
and other providers of services, ex- 
cept for medicine, food and fuel, un- 
til April. The government is 
meeting all its obligations, but in a 
number of cases no more payments 
may be made, since 1979-80 budgets 
have all been exhausted. 

This ' fiscal year’s construction 
budget, for example, has been used 
up, so contractors will be paid only 
In April, plus interest of 72 per cent. 

The ISiBOm. advance to state 
employees is in addition to all this.

British steel strike in 12th week 


LONDON (AP). — Britain’s 12- 
week-old national steel strike will 
drag on, steel unions said yester- 
day, after Employment Secretary 
James Prior rejected their demand 
for a government inquiry Into the 
dispute. 

Bill Sirs, general secretary of the 
dominant Iron and Steel Trades 
Confederation, said that Prior told 
leaders of the 13 unions he will stick 
to the policy of Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher not to Intervene 
in the strike. 

Prior recommended the unions to 
ask far an inquiry by the state- 
assisted mediation body, the Ad- 
visory, Conciliation and Arbitration 
Service (ACAS). 

The 110,000 strikers against state- 


owned British Steel Corp. (BSC) 
want a raise of 19.7 per cent on 
average pay of £U0 («42) a week. 
BSC, which accounts for 85 per cent 
of all British-produced steel, has 
offered 10 per cent plus 4.4 per cent 
in local productivity deals. 

The walkout began January 2. 
Strike pickets failed to shut down 
independent steel producers and 
despite solidarity boycotts of steel 
shipments by some transport 
workers and stevedores, steel-users 
are importing steel through email 
ports. 

. BSC says the strike will cost it 
more than -£300m. (8850m.) and 
that each striker so far has lost 
more than £ 1,200 (82,600) in ear- 
nings. 


Furniture workers find factory has

NAHARIYA. — The 80 employees 
of the Hagalll furniture company 
here who showed up for work 
yesterday morning had a surprise 
waiting for them: six guard dogs 
and a number of watchmen by the 
plant’s gates, with orders not to let 
anybody In. 

The company's management had 
shut the plant and reportedly “left 
for a vacation somewhere In the 
north.” 

Almost all workers were fired 
without prior notice last Friday. 
Naharlya labour council deputy- 
secretary Moshe Aharon told them 
to go back to work until “things are 
settled with the management” — 
but they apparently arrived too late 
for it. 

“That company has a long story 
of labour Irregularities during its 10 
years.” Aharon told The Jerusalem 


Post laat night. “Last December, 
employees started a labour dispute 
that dragged on for several weeks 
until the management agreed to im- 
prove work conditions a little. They 
didn't even have hot meals or a 
bonus scheme there, let alone over- 
time pay." 

Hagalll owner Hans Freund 
brought in a new manager about a 
month ago, hoping to calm things 
down, “But It went the other way 
around,” Aharon said. “The mo- 
ment he took charge, he announced 
he would not take Into consideration 
the previous agreement any longer, 
and that all benefits were cancelled 
thereof." 

The workers threatened to start 
another labour dispute, which 
prompted the new manager to fire 
almost all of them. “Now he has. 
shut the plant even for those he 
agreed to keep,” Aharon said.

China ups interest 
on savings accounts 

PEKING i AP>. — China announced 
last week it will pay higher interest 
rates on fixed bank savings 
deposits. Including even higher 
rates for overseas Chinese. 

For residents of. the mainland, 
the monthly interest rate for six- 
month term, deposits will Increase 
from 0:3 to 0.36 per' cent, for one 
year from 0.33 to 0.45 per cent, for 
three years from 0.375 to 0JS1 per 
cent and for five-year term deposits 
from 0.42 to 0.57- per cent. 

This is the second such Interest 
hike since last April. 

The total of China's urban and 
rural bank savings increased by 7b. 
yuan i$4.7b.l In 1879. The savings In 
January and February increased 
by 36.7 per cent, compared with the 
same period last year. 


LONDON l API. — Thc Continental 
Oil Co. (Conoco! 1s developing a 
ginnt production platform Tor the 
turbulent North Sea, that oilmen 
any will revolutionize offshore 
technology and pave the way to tap- 
ping oil from previously un- 
reachable deep-sea fields. 

Unlike conventional production 
platforms, which stand on concrete 
and steel legs on the seabed, the 
U.S. firm's 5l .TOO- ton Tension Leg 
Platform iTLPV floats and is 
anchored to the seabed by 23 
centimetre -thick steel cables. 

That means It can suck a field 
dry. then move to another, making 
the stationary and expensive fixed- 
leg platforms obsolete and saving 
oil companies billions of dollars. 

Thc most important factor Is that 
it will be able to operate In depths 
up to 600 metres, or 425 metres 
deeper than conventional plat- 
forms. 

TLP. experts say, opens up vast 
new areas of the North Sea around 
the Shetlands and west of the 
Hebrides in the Atlantic Ocean, 
where oilmen believe several hun- 
dred million tons of oil are located. 

Discovered North Sea fields con- 
tain an estimated l.Db. to 2.8b. tons, 
hut another 1 . 8 b. tons may be 


recoverable with the new sub-sea 
technology. IndJistry experts say. 

Conoco plans to test the TLP in its 
. Hutton Field 145 km. northeast of 
Scotland's Shetland Islands in ISO 
metres of water, 

Exxon.' Shell and Mobil also plan 
new recovery systems expected to 
start operating in the next few 
years in thc Nurth Sea. 

British Petroleum Is working on 
two new systems — one similar to 
Conocn's, called thc Tethered 
Buoyant Platform, and the Single 
Well Offshore Production System, 
or SWOP, which experts aay is even 
more flexible, doing away with 
platforms altogether. 

SWOP Is an all-in-one system — a 
converted tanker that plugs Into an 
underwater wellhead, pumps up the 
ail, separates oil and gas In Its own 
on- board processing plant, stores 
them on board, then sails to the 
nearest land terminal when its 
tanks arc full. 

With North Sea oil selling for $30 
a barrel, double thc price of a year 
ago. thc industry now hopes to ex- 
ploit "marginal fields," those with 
reserves estimated at 50m. barrels 
or less, which had been passed over 
as uneconomic. 


Population 4 m. by next year

About 4 million people will be liv- 
ing in Israel by October 1981, with 
850,000 of them members of minori- 
ty groups. 

This Is the prediction of govern- 
ment statistician Dr. Moshe Slrkon, 
which was announced yesterday In 
Jerusalem with the publication of 
the Central Bureau of ■ Statistics 
report for 1979. 

Today's population Is about 3.85 
million, of whom about 620,000 are 
non-Jews. At the end of 1979 the 
population of the West Bank was 
about 700.000, and some 432,000 peo- 
ple lived in Gaza and Northern 
Sinai, excluding El-Ariah, which 
was returned to Egypt. The total 
population for Israel and the 
territories is thus about 5 million. 

According to the annual report, 
some 10,000 Israelis leave the coun- 
try every year, and about the same 
number of residents of the 
territories go to live abroad. 

In 1979 there was a slight 
. decrease In the rate of exit from 
Israel: between 8,000 and 9,000. The 
definition of "leaving" is an un- 


interrupted absence abroad of four 
years or more. 

The rate of population increase In 
Israel (including East Jerusalem) 
for 1979 was 2.5 per cent — 2.3 per 
cent for Jews and 3.5 per cent for 
non- Jews. The main cause for the 
Jewish rate of Increase was im- 
migration. which rose by 13,000, to 
37,500 in 3979. 

. In the last few years the number 
of marriages has decreased in ab- 
solute terms. There were 650 out-of- 
wedlock births In 1979. The average 
age of marriage has risen, os has 
the number of divorces. 


Gold at $562 


LONDON, (Reuter). — The price of 
gold dropped on European markets 
yesterday but then began attrac- 


ting buvers who obviously still 
regard it as a good investment at 


the right price, dealers reported. 

It dropped to $544 an ounce 
yesterday morning, down from 
Hongkong's $548 earlier but up on 
Friday’s London level of S527. Later 
it rose to close In London last night 
at $562.

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Dividing the nation 


THE DEED is done — and that, in Itself, is arguably good news, 

of a sort. . , _ , 

After lengthy hours of debate, spread over a period of several 
weeks, always ending in a failure to reach a decision, and after 
a number of postponements of even a debate for fear that a deci- 
sion could not be reached — the Cabinet, at its regular session I 
on Sunday, eschewing such trifles as the disastrous state of the 
autonomy talks, or the nuclear rearming of Iraq by France and j 
Italy, finally made up its mind on the momentous issue of 
Jewish settlement in Hebron. 

There will be set up, as proposed by Premier Begin, a yeshiva 
and a field school in *'the Jewish courtyard complex of the 
Jewish Quarter of Hebron.” 

So, at least there is a decision. Considering the present 
regime’s overall record for decisiveness, this is good news. It is 
also, however, ail the good news there is for the moment.. 

For what does the decision mean? Unless it is promptly over- 
turned by the Knesset Foreign Affairs and Defence Committee, 
it may mean one of two things. 

It may signal the start of a new Kiryat Arba right inside 
Hebron, with all the promise of peaceful coexistence between 
Jews and Arabs that this charmingprospect is certain to hold. 

Or else it may turn out to be a mere tempest in a teapot, the 
start of nothing but a futile squandering of public funds to no 
purpose whatever — except, that is, to divide the Israelis, to 
enrage the Hebronites, to insult President Carter in 
Washington, to distress the Jews in New York, to drive the 
Egyptians up the wall, and to delight the PLO terrorists. 

All this, in order to establish the right of Jews to settle 
anywhere in Eretz ’Yisrael — and to establish it before Mr. 
Begin departs for- his autonomy consultations with Mr. Carter 
next month. 

But is this truly what the argument is about? America* as 
Vice-President Mondale has just said, recognizes the right of 
Jews to “live” anywhere in Eretz Yisrael. What he plainly 
meant was that no-one must be barred from living in the Land 
merely because he happens to be a Jew. 

Mr. Mondale did not speak of the -right to "settle,” because 
that right suggests at least a claim of title to the very territory 
on which settlement is to be made. 

But such an absolute right for the Jews in every part of Eretz 
Yisrael, whether or not it is at present within the sovereign do- 
main of the State of Israel, has not the slightest chance of being 
endorsed in Washington, not even implicitly, or after the fact. 

To try to present the U.S. administration — and the Egyptian 
1 government, too — with a fait accompli on this score, especially 
at this time, is to hurl a boomerang. It Is interesting that a 
founding-father of Gush Emunim, Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer, realized this — although he voted “yes” in the end — 
but not the former acting foreign minister. Premier Begin. 

The razor thin majority by which the Hebron decision was 
taken will no doubt be turned into a minority in the Knesset com- 
mittee, if the screws of coalition discipline are not applied. 
Under the coalition agreement they may not: that is the whole 
point in allowing the Democrats an appeal on matters of settle- 
ment. 

The result, even if it must await the end of the Pessah holi- 
day, is most likely to turn into a resounding defeat for the Begin 
administration. That this government should then go on holding 
power without an immediate dissolution of parliament is vir- 
tually unthinkable. 

Some political pundits hold that this may indeed have been 
one of the underlying reasons behind Premier Be gin's decision 
to press for a decision on Hebron at this juncture; if the govern- 
ment is bound to fall, then it should go down on an issue of 
patriotic principle linked to the settlement of Eretz Yisrael. 

If this is what happens, Hebron rr?.y be said to have served a 
purpose after all. 


Police not above the law 


TWO MEMBERS of the police special anti-crime unit have been 
sentenced to jail terms for brutalizing a suspect they were 
holding for interrogation. Many of the two officers' comrades 
are up in arms over the action, which they claim may under- 
mine the healthy respect shown by the underworld for this hard- 
nosed crime-busting outfit. 

The policemen’s protest must be rejected as unequivocally as 
the long overdue court action is to be praised. The Poet has long 
urged that police officers who deliberately and viciously abuse 
the powers vested in them by-law should be dealt with with all 
due severity — and not by in-house police tribunal spankings, 
but through the courts. 

It is a fair assumption that the number of such policemen is 
relatively small. But the fact that even those few have often 
been able to maltreat prisoners without fear of punishment 
serves to undermine public confidence in the police. When it is 
denied such confidence, no police force in a democratic country 
can hope to battle crime effectively. 

■Rie protesters raised one point, however, that is worthy of 
attention. To lock up the guilty police officers together with the 
very criminals they have helped to bring to justice is to ekpose 
the former to the risk of daily harassment and possibly even 
murder at the hands of the latter. 

The problem never had to be faced before, but now there is no 
escaping it. It Is only right that the police should have accepted 
that point made by the protesters. 

One possible solution would be the use of military jails for 
such police men-prisoners. The problem should not, however, 
serve as pretext for setting aside the court sentences 
themselves. 

There is some reason to expect that this original precedent 
will serve as an effective deterrent to other policemen. But a 
special arrangement is obviously needed now to make the 
punishment fit the officers’ crime — without offering an oppor- 
tunity for jailhouse vengeance.

PRIME MINISTER Menabem 
. Begin has been delivering his 
public speeches with the lassitude 
of an assembly- line worker making 
the same kind of shoe for the 
. thousandth time. 

“Ladies and gentleman. I would 
like to give you a general survey of 
Israel’s diplomatic situation,*' he 
begins either In Hebrew or English, 
depending on the audience. “For 
the first time in history, Israel has 
signed a peace treaty with its 
biggest neighbour Egypt... We will 
carry out the agreement in accor- 
dance with the principles of Camp 
David.” 

His formula speech, once 
presented extemporaneously and 
with some fire, has been delivered 
in recent months mechanically and 
with the assistance of small index 
cards he refers to from time to 
time. It was the same for the Anti- 
Defamation League, the American 
Jewish Committee, the American 
Jewish Congress, the Reform 
movement, the Conservative move- 
ment and the Orthodox movement 
from abroad, the Congress of 
Jewish Businessmen from North 
African Countries, Israel Bonds, 
the United Jewish Appeal, Keren 
Hayesod. the Association of 
Americans and Canadians in 
Israel, an International conference 
on central banking and any of a 
dozen other groups. 

Often, the same people turn up as 
delegates at several conferences. 
The main variation comes at the 
beginning with his salutation to the 
different people on the dais. 

“A general survey of Israel’s 
diplomatic situation...” Is the 
signal to the battery of local and. 
Foreign TV cameramen and 
reporters to begin their work. They 
wearily turn on their equipment 
and open their note pads, sceptical 
that there will be news and resigned 
to the likelihood that the film will 
never be broadcast.

Sir. — I refer to Benny Morris’ ar- 
ticle. “Jewish-Christian ’kibbutz’ 
wants recognition" (March 9 ) : the 
headline and article are a mis- 
representation of Kibbutz Ir Ovot. 

The term “Jewish-Christian" is 
extremely offensive to me as well 
as to the members of the kibbutz. Ir 
Ovot is an Orthodox Jewish kibbutz. 
Teffilin are put on every morning.. 
We keep the Mltzvot — the kashrut 
laws, shnat ahmita, etc. No one 
here holds a belief in Jesus Christ. 

Benny Morris’s Information con- 
cerning our application to the High 
Court of Justice Is erroneous. We 
are not demanding government 
recognition of our “existence,” 
since we have had this since 1877. 
We are only demanding recognition 
of the name "Ovot" which has been 
ours for 18 years. The Interior 
Ministry has not opposed 
acknowledgment of our name 
because of what Morris terms 
“beliefs," but only because the 
names committee raised a question 
as to the actual physical location of 
the ancient place called Ovot.

Benny Morris comments: 

There are Jews and Christians at 
Ir Ovot — so it Is a "Jewish- 
Christian settlement.” It is 
"Orthodox Jewish" only up to a 
limit: for example. Orthodox 
Judaism no longer endorses 
polygamy. Many, if not all, Ir Ovot 
settlers "believe" — in some 
manner — in Jesus Christ. 
Fear Im utter, in his announcement 
of candidacy for the Knesset, stated 
that he. for one, does so. 

At the interview, Pearlmutter 
told me that, while the Jewish 
Agency had awarded Ir Ovot 
"recognition” in 1977, the govern- 
ment (i.e., the Ministry of the 
Interior) had not done so so far. In 
addition, the Names Committee of 
that ministry had refused the settle- 
ment the name "Ir Ovot" — and the 
settlement has applied to the High 
Court on both matters. I never 
quoted Pearlmutter as saying that 
it was because of the settlement’s 
beliefs that the committee was 
withholding recognition, though 1 
am not certain he can know for cer- 
tain on what basis it has made that 
refusal.

HOSPITALS ARE HOTELS

“Hospitals aren't hotels," was a 
good summary of the current status 
of hospitalisation in Israel — all ex- 
cept the title. 

If you sent -a reporter to any 
pediatric department in an Israeli 
hospital today, he would find that 
hospitals are hotels. Barents and 
relations remain in the wards 24 
hours a day. day after dayy week 
after week, and sometimes longer. ' 
sleeping where they oan find a bed 
(usually patients' beds), eating 
patients’ food, using hospital linen 
and facilities — and all this for free. 

Like in hotels, towels, J linen, 
blankets and other equipment have . 
a habit of disappearing, leaving the 
wards In short supply. Some 
departments have bought collapsi- 
ble beds for use of parents who, for 
medical or psychological reasons 
(before or-after operations or in the 
case of seriously 111 children), are 
encouraged to stay overnight in the 
hospital. Even facilities for ob- 
taining meals have been made In 
these special cases. However in a 
ward of 40 beds where as many as 
80 or more parents and relations 
mill around night and day. Interfer- 
ing with the medical. and nursing 
treatment arid preventing the
